Von Jagow Sets Up Right to Sink Any 
American Ship Carrying Contraband 
on Agreement to Pay Damages 


TWO POINTS MADE BY U. S. M E REJECTED

10.—Germany's 
latest note to the United States on the 
sinking 
of 
the American 
sailing 
ship 
Wm. P. Frye 
by the 
Prinz 
Friedrich 
Eitel, reaching here today, makes 
the 
far-reaching claim of a right to destroy 
any 
American 
vessel carrying 
contra- 
band while agreeing to pay damages for 
the act. 


Two 
points 
made 
by 
the 
United 
States are rejected by Germany. 
One 
was the statement of the American gov- 
ernment in its note of April 28 
that 
prize court proceedings meant unneces- 
sary delay, all matters concerned being 
susceptible 
for 
prompt 
settlement 
through diplomatic 
channels 
and 
the 
other was that the destruction of the 
Frye was 'unquestionably a violation or 
the obligations imposed upon the im- 
perial government under existing treaty 
stipulations between the United States 
and Prussia." 


Under Old Treaty. 


Under the Prussian-American 
treaty 
the binding force of which -was admit- 
ted bv Germany in its note 
of April 
5th the right of citizens of either coun- 
try 
to ship arms and ammimition 
as 
well as all other kinds of contraband in 
their own vessels was granted in time ot 
War, but. each party had the right 
to 
detain f?uch contraband and make pa.V- 
ment for if confiscated. 


The note from Germany today 
en- 
larges upon the treaty of 1828 by claim- 
ing that while the treaty did not speci- 
fically 
permit 
the 
destruction 
of 
th* 
fihip nevertheless its contraband 
could 
not be stopped in any other way it could 
*'in the extreme case be effected by the 
destruction 
of the 
contraband 
and of 
the ship carrying it." 


Effect of Its Answer. 


The effect of Oermâny's 
answer of 
today if its assertions are accepted bj' 
the United States would be to 
throw 
into 
the prize courts for decision 
all 
cases of whether destruction of an Amer- 
ican vessel constituted an extreme case 
of military necessity. 


International law outside 
of 
treaty 
stipulations has contained many a moot 
case on that point, 
^^'bile the declara- 
tion of London established 
finally 
that 
in case of 
military 
necessity a 
ship 
whose cargo was more than half contra- 
band could be destroyed after passengers 
and crew were removed to a place of 
safety, the declaration was not ratified 
by the United States express notice hav- 


ing been given again by the American 
government to Germany in the note of 
April 28 that the declaration was not 
regarded as in force. 


Text of the German Reply. 


The following is the German reply: 
"Foreign Office, Berlin, June 7, 1!>15 
—The undersigned has 
the 
honor 
to 
make the following reply to the note of 
his excellency, Jlr. James W. Gerard, 
ambassador of the 
United 
States 
of 
America, dated April 30, 1915, foreign 
office Xo. 3291, on the subject of the 
sinking of the American sailing vessel 
William P. Frye by the German auxil- 
iary cruiser Prinz Eitel Friedrich: 


"The German government cannot ad- 
mit, as the American government as- 
sumes, the destruction of 
the 
sailing 
vessel mentioned constitutes a violation 
of the treaties concluded between Prus- 
sia and the United Stat«.s at an earlier 
date and now applicable to the relations 
between the German empire 
and 
the 
United States, or of the American rights 
derived 
therefrom. 
For these 
treaties 
did not have the intention of depriving 
one of the contracting parties engaged 
in war of the right of stopping the sup- 
ply of contraband to his enemy when 
he recognizes tlie supply of such as det-* 
rimental to his militar}- interests. 


"On the contrary, article 13 of the 
Prussian-American 
treaty 
of 
July 
11, 
1799, expressly reserves to the party at 
war the right to stop the carrying of 
contraband and to detain 
the contra- 
hand. 
ft follows then that if it cannot 
be accomplished in any other way the 
stopping of the supply may in the ex- 
treme case be effected by the destruc- 
tion of the contraband and of the ship 
carrying it. 
As a matter of course, 'the 
obligation of the party at war to pay 
compensation to the parties interested 
of the neutral contracting 
party 
re- 
mains in force whatever be the manner 
of stopping the supply. 


"According to general principles of in- 
ternational 
law any exercises 
of 
the 
right of control over the trade in con- 
traband is subject to the decision of the' 
prize courts even though such right may 
be restricted by special treaties, 


"At the beginning of the present war 
Germany, pursuant to these principles, 
established by law a prize court. 
The 
prize, AVilliam P. fYye, is likewise sub- 
ject to the German prize jurisdiction if

Washington, June 10.—The American 
note to Germany concerning the sinking 
of the Lusitania, which precipitated the 
crisis in President Wilson's cabinet and 
as a climax to which Wm. J. Bryan re- 
signed as secretary of state, was be- 
lieved here to have reached Ambassador 
Gerard in Berlin early today. 
It was 
expected 
that 
the 
ambassador 
would 
present the communication immediately 
to the German foreign oilice. 
It 
will 
be given out tonight for publication to- 
morrow morning. 
In 
the 
meantime 
President Wilson has asked that detail- 
ed forecasts of the note 
be 
not pub- 
lished. 


Will Wait on Gerhard 


It is understood here that the Ger- 
man government will not mak^ answer 
to the American note until Mr. Gerhard, 
the special 
representative 
chosen 
by 
Count von Bernstorff, 
to 
outline the 
American point of view to the govern- 
ment at Berlin, arrives and explains the 
situation. 
This, it is' estimated, 
will 
take at least a week or ten davs. 


The latest,note, couched in friendly 
tones, reiterates firmly the demand for 
reparation

Given in Summary. 


A German tactical reverse in the 
Baltic provinces of Russia' is indicat- 
ed by the 
o£Eicial 
statement today 
from Berlin. 
It is said the Russians 
brought up reinforcements in the dis- 
trict south of ShavU and that the 
wing of the German forces which had 
been attempting an encircling move- 
ment east of the Dubysa river, v/as 
withdrawn. 


Fresh Russian 
forces 
have been 
brought up also in Galicia, to the 
south of Lemberg, where the principal 
Austro-German effort is now being 
directed. 
The Berlin announcement 
says the attacks 
of 
the Russians 
were repulsed. 


War reports from Paris and Berlin 
respecting the situation in the Witst 
show that a series of sporadic en- 
gagements is in progress in several 
sections of the front. 
On each side 
minor successes have been won. The 
French attack south of Arras, which 
won for the allies a long-section oí 
German 
trenches 
near 
Hebuteme, 
apparently is not being followed up, 
no fighting in this region being re- 
ported. 


Unofficial ¿ispatches from Italian 
sources say the I^lian army, which 
is invading Austria in the direction 
of Trent, has made a further ad- 
vance. 
The Austrians destroyed and 
evacuated 
a 
fortress 
south 
of 
Rovreto. 


Three Austrian aeroplanes raided 
the Serbian arsenal at Kraguyevatz, 
dropping bombs which killed three 
persona and wounded ten. 
One of 
the Austrian aeroplanes is said to 
have been brought down 


Five more British vessels, of which 
four were trawlers, have been sunk 
by German submarines.

Berlin Newspapers Put Interpretation oo 
Bryan's Resignation. 


Berlin, June 10.—^In discussing 
the 
resignation of Mr. Bryan as secretary of 
state the Tageblatt, while not imputing 
to him pro-German sympathies and de- 
claring that at times he even has seemed 
less friendly than President Wilson as- 
sumes that his political experience "re- 
coiled from sharp action."

the Prussian-American treaties contain 
no stipulation as to how the amount of 
the compensation, provided by article 
13, of the treaties, cited, is to be fixed. 


"The German government 
therefore 
complies with its treaty obligations to 
a full extent when the prize courts in- 
stituted by it in accordance with inter- 
national law proceed in pursuance to 
the treaty stipulation and thus award 
the American interested an equitable 
indemnity. 
There would therefore be 
no foundation for a claim of the Amer- 
ican government unless the prize court 
should not grant indemnity in accord- 
ance with treaty. 
In such event, how- 
ever, the German government would not 
hesitate to arrangé for equitable in- 
demnity notwithstanding. 
' 


"For the rest, prize "proceedings of the 
case of the Frye are indispensable, apart 
from the American claims, for the rea- 
son that other claims of the neutral and 
enemy interested parties are to be con- 
sidered in the matter. 


"As was stated in the note of April 4 
last the pri2e court should have to de- 
cide the question whether the destruc- 
tion of the ship and cargo was legal, 
whether and under what conditions the 
property sunk was liable to confiscation 
and to whom and in what amount in- 
demnity is to be paid provided applica- 
tion therefor is received. 


"Since the decision of the prize court 
most first be awaited before any fur-

Careful reading between the lines of the 
various ofl^cial announcements of the 
last twelve hours leads British observers 
of the situation on the continent to the 
belief that the wearied Russians have 
been successful in gaining a breathing 
space along the eastern front. Further- 
more, evidence of the stubborn opposi- 
tion which the Austro-Germans are said 
to be making near the center of the line 
in Galicia is declared here to exist in 
the 
statement 
from 
Petrograd 
that 
2,000 
Austro-German 
prisoners 
have 
been taken in a series of counter-attacks 
near Przemysl. 


According' to Russian reports the Aus- 
tro-German offensive in southeast Ga- 
licia has not been able to cross the river 
Dneister at any point other than Zura- 
wana, which is forty miles from Lem- 
berg, and which they reached last Sim- 
day. 


Berlin contradicts this with the state- 
ment that the right wing of the array 
under Gen. von. Linsingen has advanced 
ten miles further and occupied Stanis- 
lau, an important railroad center. 


In the west the French make their 
usual report of slow progress accompa- 
nied by the repulse of German counter- 
attacks. 
The French claim and Berlin 
admits that the French now are in oc- 
cupation of the entire village of Neu- 
ville St. Vaast while only a fraction of 
the Labyrnth is left in German hands. 
From other portions of the French front 
come reports of advances. 


According to Vienna the efforts of the 
Italians to cross the river Isonzo near 
Corizia have been repulsed after a se- 
rious engagement. It would appear that 
the Italians have met the first difllcult 
operation of their invasion of Austria 
in this endeavor to cross the Isonzo, 
although they claim to have foot at 
some places on both banks. 


The resignation of William J. Bryan 
as secretary of state is still an absorb- 
ing topic of discussion with the English 
press. 
The text of the American note 
to Germany is awaited with great eager- 
ness. 


The British steamer Ema Boldt has 
been torpedoed and sunk off Herwich 
by a German submarine. The members 
of the crew were saved. The Erna Boldt 
was formerly a German steamer. # She 
was captured by the British and nut 
into serrice by them. She waa 1,045 net 
tons and 260 feet long, and was built in 
1008.

Under the act of congress the president is allowed thirty days 
I'in which to fill the vacancy in his cabinet occasioned by the resig- 
Isiation of Mr. Bryan, the law providing that a cabinet vacancy oc- 
ieafiioiied by death or resignation muct not be filled temporarily for 
a longer period than thirty days. The president has named Coimsellor 
Lansing to the post tepiporarih^ until he has time to look about a 
ii)it. 
The post is generally regarded as the most important in the 
fcabinet, and while Mr. "Wilson will not desire to be iinduly hurried 
in making his selection, it is believed the new appointment Avill be 
jnade some considerable time before the expiration of the limit. 


It will be recalled that after Mr. Wilson's election the name of 
Hr. Brj^an was practically the only one mentioned in connection 
•with the secretaryship of state. 
It seemed to be the universal opin- 
ion that the distinguished Nebraskan would be chosen, as he was. 
"Now, however, the field is much broader, at least in the realm of 
gossip, though so far as is known the president himself has given no 
\iiiit of his intention in the matter. 


Jji all probability the president will give much consideration to 
Robert Lansing, now temporarily in the place, an international law- 
yer of many years' governmental experience whose services have 
long been of value to the United States government. 


There is also the possibility of a cabinet shift which 
might 
transfer some other members of the present cabinet—perhaps Secre- 
tary Lane—to the portfolio of state, but this would mean temporary 
disarrangement and delay in the work of other departments of the 
government as well as in tiie secretaryship of state. 
Those closest 
to Wilson appear to believe that he Avill go entirely outside the pres- 
)Ent cabinet for his new premier. 


It is interesting to note that the gossips profess to see a possibil- 
ity that the president might even go outside his party—as did Pres- 
ident Taft—and offer the place to Senator Root, Joseph H. Choate, at 
¡one time ambassador to London, or Philander C. Knox, who held the 
place under the last republican administration. 
With these are also 
inentioned one or two other lawyers of national reputation. 


It will be noted, however, that the cabinet-making now being in- 
Iflulged in is merely the mental relaxation of the guessers in Wash- 
ington, who, as matter of fact, know nothing more about what will 
Tie done than does the general public outside that charmed circle. 
The one thing certain is that when the selection is made it will be 
Wilson's selection, and not that of any other individual or group of 
^dividuals.

(Pittsburgh Dispatch.) 


An official statement by the depart- 
ment of commerce on our foreign trade 
since the opening of the war may cor- 
rect some popular delusions. 
Despite 
our exportation of war supplies the ex- 
jiorta of manufactures of all kinds, oth- 
er than fond-stufTs. has ^een less than 
during a similar period 
in time 
of 
peace. 
There has also been an extraor- 
dinary shrinkage in the exportation of 
crude materir.,ls. 
The net increase in 
our total 
exports lias therefore been 
wholly in foodstuffs. 


Europe alone has increased its pur- 
rliapes from us nearly if300,000,000 more 
than during the same period last year. 
Of this increase England bought two- 
thirds, France took $1.33,000,000 
more 
than in the 1014 period, Italy nearly 
6100,000.000 more, S^veden almost $60,- 
000,000 more, Holland ,$30.000,000 more 
and Norway 
nearly as 
much. 
Ship- 
ments to Ciermany decreased $200,000,- 
000, to Austria-Himgary $18,500,000 and 
to Belgium $34,000,000. 


North 
American 
countries 
bought 
$55,000,000 less, South Americans $33,- 
000,000 less, while Asia 
and 
Oceanic 
countries bought $20,000,000 less 
jthon 
before the war. 


Our food-stuff shipment.? were $355,- 
000.000 more than in the same months 
in 1914. 
Among our war supplies, wo 
Fold almost $50,000,000 worth of horses 
and $10,000,000 of mules. 
Another $50,- 
000,000 Avas received for leather and its 
manufactures, shoes, saddlery, etc. Cot- 
ton 
manufactures 
and 
automobiles 
brought $16,000,000 each. 
Wool manu- 
factures turned in $20,000,000, while ex- 
plosives and chemicals sold for $15,000,- 
000 and $10,000,000 respectively. 


Roughly speaking, we have taken in 
half a billion dollars for sales largely 
due to the war on food-stuffs and sup- 
plies. 
The interruy>tion of trade 
and 
the disturbance of commerce in other 
parts of the world have on the other 
hand reduced our ordinary exports, but 
not nearly na much as the war has in- 
creased them elsewhere. 
And our trade 
balance for the ten months is over a 
billion dollars.

Russian Submarine Attack Not Serious, 
Says Berlin. 


Berlin,

London, 8:50 a. m.)—Only one German 
ship, a, collier, was sunk by a Russian 
submarine in the naval engagement of 
June 5 in the Baltic sea off the gulf of 
Riga, according to reliable information 
obtained here.

San Francisco, June 10.—A coin bear- 
ing the image of the face of a laborer 
will be placed in circulation by the 
United S^tes government for the first 
time in history of the world's coinage, 
it was understood, when a special gold 
dollar commemorative of the Panama-

few days at the San Frajicisco mint, it

'The coin will have a double signifi- 
cance for it will commemorate labor's 
share in the. building of the nation and 
will recognize the efforts of the work- 
men who built the Panama canal.

Hunt ruled them out of the case for lack 
of jnri.'Siliction. 


The dejiartment of justice in an effort 
to strengthen its case against Burke and 
Ricardo Bermudez, another defendant to 
lie tried yet. ordered an 
investigation 
here and Cen. Goethals is one of the 
government'.s principal witnesses.

sons here who followed the evidence in 
the Salas trial in New York, 
believe

indictments

IBSÜRD!" SHE SAYS 


Suffragists Have No Desire 
to Annoy President De- 
clares Miss Burns. 


(By Frederick M. Kerby.) 


Washington, June 9.—"Absurd" is the 
way Miss Lucy Burns, vice chairman of 
t h e congressional imion for woman suf- 
frage. characterizes the charge, made at 
the Chicago meeting of the 
National 
American ^Woman SufTrage association, 
t h a t her organization has been engaged 
ii< "heckling" President 
\^Hson. 


" W e itre determined to show 
Presi- 
dent Wilson the intensity of the demand 
behind the federal suffrage amendment 
forbidding disfranchisement because of 
sex," she said, "but it is absurd to char- 
acterize this perfectly reasonably 
pro- 
cedure as 'heckling.' 
The extent of the 
'heckling' has been to ask the president 
to receive a deputation of 
representa- 
tive women and to present a letter to 
him containing this request. 


"SnfTragists in the District of Colum- 
bia make no a t t e m p t to embarrass the 
president in his daily routine of work," 
continued ^liss Burns, who in t h e ab- 
sence of MÍ.S.S Alice Paul, is in charge 
of 
headquarters. 
"But," 
she 
added, 
"when the president visits another state 
it is only natural t h a t the suffragists 
of these states should attempt to show 
the president that the demand for na- 
tional action on suffrage is urgent in 
their part of the country. 


"If the president went all over the 
coujitry and heard not one word about 
sufTrage. how rould he be expected 
to 
rcaüre that sulTi-age is a burning issue 
every w);ere ?" 


"But,'' I suggested, "it is 
contended 
t h a t while this program is perfectly rea- 
sonable. it ought not 
to 
he 
carried 
through a t a time of no^tional crisis like 
the present." 


'T think the American public is suf- 
ficiently balanced at 
the present 
time 
to be able to ronsider more than 
one 
problem,'' answered Miss Burns. 
"Cer- 
tainly the prcs'di-nt is able to fake part 
in n'uubcrless ftuv^ionH. political 
and 
-social, not connected 
witli t!ie present 
cj-isis." she added. 
"lie recently receiv- 
ed a couple of boy scouts 
representing 
the town of Norwood, Pa. 
FTe traveled 
to Philadelphia in order to address 
a 
word of welcome to 4,000 nevvly-natural- 
i/ed alien«. 
Me received a deputation of 
citizens of Philadelpl)ia urging him 
to 
take part in the Foiu th of July celebra- 
tion in t h a t city, 
if ho can do these 
things he can certainly give five min- 
utes to the women of a great state who 
wish to submit to him their right 
to 
self-government. 


Tho congressional imton is the newer 
and more aggressive organization 
fight- 
ing for votes for women, 
ft is working 
solely to secure the 
adoption of 
the 
amendment 
drafted by 
Susan B. 
An- 
thony in 1875. which provides t h a t no 
American citizen shall be di.sfranchised 
because of sex. 
The national 
associa- 
tion, on the other hand, supports a fed- 
eral amendment introduced in the 
last 
congress by Senator Shafrotli of Colora- 
do and Representative A. ]Mitchell Pal- 
mer of Pennsylvania. 
It pioposes t h a t 
the initiative and referendum, for one 
particular use. the consideration of wom- 
an suffrage, shall be bestowed on 
all 
the states through the process of amend- 
ing the federal constitution. 
Under the 
Anthony amendment, supported by the 
congressional union, as soon as congress 
proposed tho amendment I)y a two-thirds 
vote of both houses, the question Avould 
be before the states for all time, and 
as soon as three-fourths of the 
state 
legislatures adopted it, it would becoin«' 
binding throughout 
the 
nation. 
Ti 
Shaf roth-Palmer 
amendment, 
on 
the 
contrary, besides requiring the adoptioi; 
by two-t birds of each house of congress, 
would then require 
referendum 
cam- 
paigns in thirty-seven states, each to be 
won separately, 
before 
tho women 
of 
the nation would be enfranchised. 
At 
the present time, therefore, the national 
association stands 
jnactically, 
though 
not theoretically, for a state solution of 
the 
suffrage question; 
while the con- 
gressional imion is for a national solu- 
tion of the problem. 


Tl icre is a decided difference in the 
election policies of the t w o woman suf- 
frage parties. 
The congressional union 
insists on p u t t i n g the responsibility for 
lack of interest in, or activity in behalf 
of the sutTrage amendment, squarely up 
to the party in power at the capítol. 


"The congressional union, recognizing 
the power of party organization in con- 
gress," e.xplained Miss Bums, "calls on 
the party in power, no matter what, par- 
ty that may be, to initiate and press in 
congress the suffrage amendment. 
The 
attitude of the xinion toward individual 
members of the party is decided, not by 
their pfirsonal opinion on suffra^, but 
by the record of the purty of which thev 
are candidates." 


Tlie national association, on the othor 
hand, does not recogniie the responsibil- 
ity of the party in power to establish 
woman suffra^. Its attitnde toward in- 
dividual members of congress is deter- 
mined by their personal opinion 
and 
record on woman suffrage, without re- 
gard to the record of the party of which 
they are members.

cave, south of here, on June 17. 
The 
following note has been received from 
Cliief Justice John W. Spencer: 


"Your courteous invitation to each of 
tho judges of this court to attend a pic- 
nic of the Shelby County Bar association 
at Flat Rock cave was duly considered 
by the entire court, and thè unanimous 
opinion, without dissent, was that each 
member would be present on that oc- 
casion, and the writer was directed to 
write you, thanking you for your re- 
membrance, and to say that Judge Lairy

TWO POINTS MADE BY U. URE REJECTED 


Washington, 
June 
10.—Germany's 


latest note to the United States on the 
sinking of the American sailing ship 
Wra. P. Frye by the Prinz Fricdrich 
Eitel, reaching here today, makes the 
far-reaching claim of a right to destroy 
any American vessel carrying contra- 
band while agreeing to pay damages for 
the act. 


. Two points made by the 
United 


States are rejected by Germany. 
One 


was the statement of the American gov- 
ernment in its note of April 28 that 
prize court proceedings meant unneces- 
sary delay, all matters concerned being 
susceptible 
for 
prompt 
settlement 


through diplomatic channels and the 
other was that the destruction of the 
Frye was 'unquestionably a violation of 
the obligations imposed upon the im- 
perial government under existing treaty 
stipulations between the United States 
and Prussia." 


Under Old Treaty. 


Under tlic Prussian-American treaty 


the binding force of which was admit- 
. ted by Germany in its note, of April 
5th the right of citizens of either coun- 
try to ship arms and ammunition as 
well as all other kinds of contraband in 
their.own vessels was granted in time ot 
•war, but each ^party had the right-to 
detain such contraband and make pay- 
ment for if confiscated. 


The note from Germany today en- 


larges upon the treaty of 1828 by claim- 
ing that while the treaty did not speci- 
fically permit the destruction of the 
ship nevertheless its contraband could 
not be stopped in any other way it could 
"in the extreme case be effected by the 
destruction 
of the contraband 
and . of 


the ship carrying it." 


Effect of Its Answer. 


The effect of Germany's answer of 


today if its assertions are accepted by 
the United States would be to throw 
into the prize courts for decision all 
cases of whether destruction of an Amer- 
ican vessel constituted an extreme case 
of military necessity. 


International law outside of treaty 


stipulations has contained many a moot 
case on that point. 
While the declara- 


tion of London established finally that 
in case of military necessity a 
ship 


"whose cargo was more than half contra- 
band could be destroyed after passengers 
and crew were removed to a place of 
safety, the declaration was not ratified 
by the .United States express notice hav- 


ing been given again by the American 
government to ficrnmny in the note of 
April 28 that the declaration w»s not 
regarded as in force. 


Text of the German Reply. 


TV following is thp German reply: 
"Foreign Office, Berlin, June 7, 19to. 


—The undersigned has the honor to 
make the following reply to the note of 
his excellency, Mr. James W. Gerard, 
ambassador of the "United States of 
America, dated April 30, 1015. foreign 
office Xo. 32!>1, on the subject of the 
sinking of the American sailing vessel 
William P. Frye by the German auxil- 
iary miiser l*rinz Eitel Fricdrich: 


"The German government cannot ad- 


mit, as tho American government as- 
sumes, the destruction of the sailing 
vessel mentioned constitutes a violation 
of the treaties concluded between Prus- 
sia and the United States at an earlier 
date and now applicable to the relations 
between the German empire and the 
United States, or of the American rights 
derived therefrom. 
For these treaties 


did not have the intention of depriving 
one of the contracting parties engaged 
in war of the right of stopping the sup- 
ply of contraband to his enemy when 
:ho recognizes the supply of such" as det- 
rimental to his military Interests. 


"On the contrary, article 13 of the 


Prussian -American treaty of July. 11, 
1799, expressly reserves to the party at 
war the right to stop the carrying of 
contraband and to detain the'contra- 
band. It follows then that if it cannot 
be accomplished in any other way the 
stopping of the supply may in the ex- 
treme case be effected T>y the destruc- 
tion of the contraband and of the ship 
carrying it. As a matter of course, the 
obligation of the party at war to pay 
compensation to the parties interested 
of the neutral contracting party re- 
mains in force whatever be the manner 
of stopping the supply. 


"According to general principles of in-1 


ternational law any exercises 
of the 


right of control over the trade in con- 
traband is subject to the decision of the 
prize courts even though such right may 
be^ restricted by special treaties." 


"At the beginning o'f the present war 


Germany, pursuant to these principles, 
established by law a prize court. The 
prize, William P. Frye, is likewise sub- 
ject to the German prize jurisdiction if

['in which to fill the vacancy in his cabinet occasioned by the resig 
jtoation of Mr. Bryan, the law providing that a cabinet vacancy oc- 


jBMianed by death or resignation__mui;t not be filled temporarily foi 
a longer period than thirty days. The president has named Counsellor 
Lansing to the post temporarily until he has time to look about a 


>J>it. The post is generally regarded as the most important in the 
fcabinet, and while Mr. Wilson will not desire to be unduly hurried 
| in making his selection, it is believed the new appointment will be 
toade some considerable time before the expiration of the limit. 


It will be recalled that after Mr. Wilson's election the name of 


Mr. Bryan was practically the only one mentioned in connection 
iwith the secretaryship of state. It seemed to be the universal opin- 
ion that the distinguished Nebraskan would be chosen, as he was 


Now, however, the field is much broader, at least in the realm oi
